"well-informe- d circles" were so far
from the truth, what must be the con
dition of the correspondent who depends
upon such circles for his prophetic drib-bling- s.

manufacturer. We venture to say that
the speculations and prophecies of such
writers, furnished lor a basis upon
which (he people may form opinions,
are degrading in their influence, and
disgrace to journalism. It teems tons
that enough regard for the intelligence
of readers should he shown, to suppose
that If the facts of the day and the hour
were presented, the readers could mus-
ter intelligence enough to draw infer
ences that would answer their purposes.
It also seems to us to be true (hat it is
the proper mission of the news depart
ment of our papers to furnish a fairstate
ment of that which occurs, or ol those
tilings which are destined in the ordi
nary course of events and time to occur,
and not to force noon the attention of
readers the predictions of any person as
worthy of being real. Of couie this
rule has limited exceptions, but that it
should be the rule any one who has fol
lowed the prophecies of (he city daily
correspondents will admit. It is evi
dent tons that the man who has taken
a fair country paper during the impeach
ment trial and since, has learned as
much worth knowing as lie who has
pored from day to day over the "special
corresnondenee" of the cilv dailies. It
may be true, and often is, that in
"multitude of council there is wisdom,"
but in the multitude of speculations of
sensation correspondents, there is a dis-

creditable foolishness.
It is not amiss for us to say, inclosing,

without any thought of fault-lindin- g on-o-

own part, that if people generally,
would more liberally biistain the enter-
prise of newspapers in their midst the
result would be highly in favor of them-
selves. The press ol Vermont cannot
now be excelled, in enterprise and neat-
ness, by any section of equal extent not
including large cities, and it only needs
that the patronage of our people should
be directed so as to second the efforts of

Apprehended Uaid o Canada.

Hamilton (Canada) Times of!
Thun-day- , after aking credit (o itself
for having abstained from indulgence in
urmises and rumors concern intr the de

signs of the Fenians upon the Domin
ion ot (. anada, lias ai rived at thecoiiclu- -
sion Unit "No benefit is to be gained bv
withholding from the public tho fact
that exciting times, attended with peril
nut Diooasiieu," are at hand. L lie
Times then gives the following miho- -
what startling account :

"A Fenian invasion unon a uk'nntie
scale is maturing, and a blow will short
ly lie struck winch will require the loy-
al devotion of young and old, displayed
in gallant conduct before a desperate
foe, to repel; and it is well that the
people should know and he prewired lor
the emergency. Notwithstanding the
ridicule indulged against this persistent
enemy of tlie country, Feiiiiiiiism is now
more lorniuiauie in llie neighboring
country Hum at any former nciod
abundantly supplied with arms and war
material, including artillery ol the best
description and embraces a lame bodv
of well drilled and desperate fellows, of--
llceied by men ol skill and experience
drawn from the armies of the late rebel-
lion. The work will be serious and
bloody, and no good is to be gained by
redieuling or underrating the resources
of the enemy, as nothing will avert the
struggle upon our soil save prompt and
energetic interference on tho part of the
American Uovernment. We under-
stand the degrading political influences
at work in (hat country under whieh
the Fenian organization has been per
mitted to prepare openly for warfare up-
on a friendly people, and there is a faint
hope that eH'eelivc will bo
made from that quarter before actual
hostilities are inaugurated and some of
the best blood of our people has been
spilled.

"Our uovernment are fully apprised
of the impending danger, and are now
quietly but energetically engaged in
mahiijg every preparation for the recep-
tion of the enemy, with a determina-
tion to render his visit brief and disas
trous to a degree that will prevent a re--
pilition during the present generation,
and save the country from any further
annoyances from that source. Des
patches were yesterday sent lrom Otta-
wa to intercept the Himalaya and the
Montreal steamer, which sailed this
week for England with the OOlh Itilles
and the 17th Hegimcnt on board, and it
is expected that they wilt he hoarded oil
I'alher roint ami ordered hack. The
Government will also take immediate
possession of the railways and steamers
and full control of the telegraph lines
through the Dominion. The gunboats
on the iiiKes are to he manned by sailors
lrom I ler Majesty's ships, one ol which
has already arrived at Ouebco. and a de
tachment of one hundred men are now
on the way up from Montreal.

"The heliums design crossing the
lines with a force.TO,000 strong, and have
a large reserve to move when a foothold
is gamed. The movement to the fron-
tier, it is believed, is already ouietly
progressing. The attack is expected
at two points, somewhere between J'res
cott and Montreal, and on the Niagara
iromicr, the arms and munitions being
already stored convenient to those local
Hies, the work ol transporting them
having been going on all winter. The
grand concentration at Bufl'alo i.-- likelv
to lakeplaeo under the subterfuge of a
great Fenian National Fair, which is
announced to open in that city on Mon
day next, aim continue lor two weeks
Simultaneously a grand convention is
called at Cleveland, where tho notorious
.lacmei prisoners are at present sojourn-
ing. Most of tho frontier cities are at
present swarming with Fenians.

"it is expected that the plan ot pro
cedure at Bufl'alo will be, undercover of
the lair, to make a rush on
Fort Porter, which is at present garri
soned by only one or two companies of
united htates soldiers, and take posses
sion. Tho. fort commands the entrance
to Niagara Hiver, and undercover of its
